Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3, 5-25, 29, 31-34, 36 and 37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or teach an actuator having a thrust member extending through and 
axially movable beyond a distal end block in combination with the other features of claim 1 .The 
prior art of record does not disclose or teach a head cover including a first and second section 
where the second head section could be attached in a plurality of positions in combination with 
the other features of claim 9. The prior art of record does not disclose or teach a first bearing 
between a coupling nut and a first portion of a housing and a second bearing between a thrust 
member and a second portion of a housing in combination with the other features of claim 15. 
The prior art of record does not disclose or teach a bearing plate connected to a bearing block by 
a plurality of threaded members in combination with the other features of claim 20. The prior art 
of record does not disclose or teach an actuator with a thrust member extending through a distal 
end of a housing, manual override member and an access opening in the housing in combination 
with the other features of claim 22. The prior art of record does not disclose or teach an impact 
relieving bearing means positioned between a rotation shaft and a thrust assembly in 
combination with the other features of claims 29 and 37. The prior art of record does not disclose 
or teach an impact relieving bearing means positioned between a rotation shaft and a thrust 
assembly in combination with the other features of claim 31. The prior art of record does not 
disclose or teach a first and second axially spaced bearings positioned between portions of a

thrust member and corresponding portions of a housing in combination with the other features of 
claims 33 and 36.
